THE DOOMED SEVEN. 


Governor Oglesby is Being Flooded With 
Letters For and Against the Ex- 
ercise of Clemency. 
• 


SPRINGFELD, 111., Nov. 8.—Over two 
hundred and fifty letters and petitions 
were received by Governor Oglesby this 
morning in reference to the anarchist 
case. 
The far greater portion were, as 
usual, from Chicago. It is asserted with 
confidence that, contrary to the rules 
heretofore, the proportion of demands 
for execution were greatly in excess of 
the requests for clemency. 


This change of sentiment has un- 
doubtedly been occasioned by the find- 
ing of the bombs in Lingg's cell. Rumor 
says that two more threatening letters 
were received by the governor 
this 
morning and, according to the invari- 
able custom, were promptly consigned 
to the fiâmes.

caucus held by the United Labor dele- 
gates and its sympathizers, who are here 
to wait on the governor, it was decided 
not to \»ait on Gov. Oglesby until to- 
morrow. 


SCENES AT THE 
JAIL. 


CmoAGo, 111., Nov. 8.—Spies, Par- 
sons, Fielden, Schwab, 
Fischer and 
Engel were let out of their cells at 9 
o'clock this morning and for a hour they 
exercised in the cell house of the en- 
closure. 
^ The bailiffs walked to and fro the exer- 
cise space with each of them and did not 
allow them to get more than five or six 
feet away from them. 
Whle the men 
were at the exercise each 
cell was 
searched minutely, but nothing sus- 
picious was discovered. 


Miss Van Zandt and Mrs. Fischer 
were the only visitors at the jail except 
Rev. Bolton, of the Methodist church. 
Mies Van Zand talked to Spies three or 
four minutes, with the bailiff standing 
within hearing. 


There were eight baskets of grapes 
sent by John Brown, jr., who is a son of 
the great emancipator. 
Accompanying 
them was a message, stating that the 
sender was a foe to monopoly of any 
sort. 
The grapes were given to the 
members of the families of the prisoners. 


ANOTHER BOMB FOUND. 


A loaded dynamite bomb was found 
on West Van Buren street, not far from 
a polling place where voting was in pro- 
gress. 
The bomb was made out of gas 
pipe and was eight inches long.

firmly on. The fuse was attached at the 
center of the bomb.

James Hnssey is Shot and Killed at 
the Polls in Chicago Today 
by Patrick Hogan. 


CHICAGO, Ills,, Nov. 8.—A fatal shoot- 
ing affray occurred about 8 o'clock this 
morning in front of the voting 'polls on 
Jefferson street. 
Patrick Hogan, a no- 
toriooB tough, and James Hnssey were 
both drunk and creating considerable 
disturbance about the polls, and finally 
became involved in a quarrel. 
Hogan 
shot Hussey through the head. 


5ATUBAL GAS. 


The Business Men's Exchange Discusses 
the Question Tery Forcibly-An 
Important Natural Gas 
Lair. 


Hon. J. B. White presided at a great 
meeting of the Business Men's exchange 
and, as he always does, made a neat 
speech. The communications outlined 
in yesterday's SENTINEL were read and 
the natural gas committee made a verbal 
report through its spokesman, Mr. S. M. 
Foster. 


He detailed with interest their visit to 
Lima and spoke of the beauties and ad- 
vantages of natural gas. 
Mr. Foster 
said they had no definite proposition 
from Ohio parties, but put them to 
thinking about Fort Wayne. 


Mr. Foster then explained that, in be- 
half of his syndicate, Hon. R. C. Bell 
handed him an ordinance or franchise, 
under which they would pipe gas to Fort 
Wayne. 
The ordinance says the com- 
pany will furnish illuminating gas for fifty 
cents per 1,000 feet. It then embodies 
the schedule of fuel prices in vogue at 
Toledo and Lima, only that in Ohio the 
ordinances provide for a reconstruction 
of prices after three years. 
For Fort 
Wayne the ordinance is not limited. 
It 
is said the schedule 
prices in Mr. 
Bell's ordinance are too high and some 
figure gas under it at about 70 per cent, 
the present cost of fuel. 
Mr. Bell in- 
sists the cost of gas would be but half 
the present cost of coal and on this 
question there is a serious difference. 
He believes the capitalists of his syndi- 
cate will operate under no other ordi- 
nance. 


The exchange refused to endorse the 
ordinance and appointed S. M. Foster, 
G. W. Seavy, Fred Eckert, W. D. Page 
and Fred Beach a committee to attend the 
council meeting and request that neither 
Mr. Bell's ordinance or the Standard 
gas ordinance be passed to-night, so that 
the exchange may have two weeks more 
to look into the question and endeavor 
to get cheaper prices and better terms 
for the people. 
The ordinances referred 
to are to be introduced at the council 
meeting to-night. 


As will be seen from the law passed by 
the last legislature and now in force, the 
city has important rights in this matter: 


Section 1. Be it enacted by 
the 
general assembly of the state of Indiana, 
That the board of trustees of towns, and 
the common council of cities, in this 
state, shall have power to provide by 
ordinance, reasonable regulations for the 
safe supply, distribution and consump- 
tion of natural gas within the respective 
limits of such towns and cities, and to 
require persons or companies to whom 
the privilege of using the streets and 
alleys of such towns and cities is granted 
for the supply and distribution of such 
gas to pay a reasonable license for such 
franchise and privilege. 


Section 2. 
Whereas, an emergency 
exists for the immediate operation of 
this act, the same shall take effect and 
be in force from and after its passage.

band, father and friend, he was kind, 
affectionate, steadfast and devoted; as a 
lawyer, he knew no end but his clients' 
interest, no means but honoiable advo- 
cacy, and spared himself no labor or 
pains to assure success. 
A kind Provi- 
dence has spared his life so far be- 
yond the common span, that his fame 
as an orator has become a legend of the 
bar. 


It is only the older ones of us who can

I think it is not generally known 
'With what pleasore and zeal Jefferson 
brought his mind to bear, not <Hily 
upon the development of his some- 
what grand ideas in regard to a home, 
but upon the most minute and peculiar 
contrivances for convenience and adom> 
ment. 
He drew plans and made esti- 
mates for nearly everything that was 
built or constructed on his place. 
He 
calculated the number of bricks to be 
used in every part of his buildings; and 
his family now possess elaborately- 
drawn plans of such bits of household 
furnishing as "curtain valences" and 
the lika ^ Many of his ideas in regard 
to building and furnishing he brought 
with him from France; but more* of 
them had their origin in his brain. 
There were no bedsteads in his house, 
but in every chamber there was an al- 
cove in the wall in which a wooden 
framew ork was built which supported 
the bed. 
His own sleeping arrange- 
ments during the lifetime of his wife 
were of a very peculiar nature; in the 
partition between two chambers was an 
archway, and in this archway was the 
double bed; one chamber was Mr. 
Jefferson's room, and the other was his 
wife's dressing-room; when he arose in 
the morning he got out of bed into his 
own room, and Mrs. Jefferson got out 
into her room. 
After his wife's death 
her room became his study, and the 
partition wall 
between it and 
the 
library being taken down, the whole 
was thrown into the present large 
apartment. Over the archway in which 
the bed is placed is a long closet 
reached by a step-ladder placed in an- 
other closet at the foot of tho bed. 
lu 
this were stored in summer the winter 
clothes of the family, and in winter 
their summer habilaments. 
At the 
other side of the arch there is a small 
door, so that persons going from one 
room to the other had no need to 
clamber over the bed. 


In the smaller chamber, when it be- 
came his study, stood Mr. Jefferson's 
writiDg-ehair, which was made to suit 
his peculiar needs; the chair itself was 
high-backed, 
well-rounded, 
and 
cushioned, and in front of it extended 
a cushioned platform, on which Mr. 
Jefferson found it very pleasant to 
stretch 
his 
legs, being sometimes 
troubled with swellings of the smaller 
veins of these limbs. The writing-table 
was so made that it could be drawn up 
over this platform, legs and all, and 
jjushed down when it was not in use. 
The top of the table turned on a pivot; 
on one side of it were his writing ma- 
terials, and on the other was the little 
apparatus by which he made cojjies of 
his letters. 
By his side was another 
revolving table, on which his books of 
reference lay, or were held open at 
proper angles, 
is'ear him also stood a 
pair of large globes; and, if he wished 
to study anything outside of this world, 
he had in the room two long telescopes 
mounted on brass tripods. 
Convenient 
also were his violins, one a Cremona, 
and the other the bass-voil saved from 
the Shadwell tire. 
Besides the book- 
shelves and the somewhat simi^le fur- 
niture of the library, there were a 
number of oddly contrived little closets, 
in which were stored his multitudinous 
manuscrijits. 
There is a writing-table 
now in the possession of the family, 
which was frequently used by Mr. Jef- 
ferson, and which is very ingeniously 
contrived. 
Two of its tour legs are 
hollow, and in these run rods resting 
upon springs by which the table can 
be easily elevated, the other two legs 
being also extensible, but in a different 
way. 
When Mr. Jefferson was tired of 
writing in a sitting position, he could 
stand up and raise this table to the de- 
sired height. 
When ho wished to use 
it as a reading-stand, the top could be 
inclined at any angle, and a strip of 
brass was brought into use to keep the 
books and pajjex's from sliding off. 


Opening from the library was a large 
room inclosed with glass, which was in- 
tended for a conservatory, but was used 
by Mr. Jefferson as his work-room. 
There he had a work-bench, -with all 
sorts of carpenter's tools, with which he 
constructed a great many of the small 
conveniences he invented.—Frank K»

framework was built which *npj>orted 
the bed.
